New York, Nov. 5.—By a series of 
explosions of fireworks Tuesday night 
among the vast m ultitude gathered in 
Madison Square Garden to witness the 
ascension of an airship and the dis­ 
play of election returns, 12 persons 
were killed. 
At least 50 persons w ere injured, 
■amu very seriously. 
It is estim ated 30,000 persons throng­ 
ed the square at the tim e of the ex­ 
plosion, which were succeeded by a 
frightful 
panic 
in which 
hundreds 
were thrown and tram pled under foot. 
Five hundred policemen and all the 
am bulances In the city were instantly 
summoned and the dying and those 
most seriously injured w ere removed 
to the hospitals. 
Many wounded were 
taken away by friends. 
Nine men in 
charge of the fireworks display were 
placed under arrest im m ediately after 
the explosion. 
The greatest portion of the throng 
that packed the square was gathered 
along 
Madison avenue cloBe to 
tile 
place reserved for the discharge of fire 
works. 
Along 
the 
border 
of 
the 
square 
facing the avenue were 
ar­ 
ranged three groups of cast iron mor­ 
tars, 
tw enty in 
each group, 
loaded 
with heavy 
bombs. 
A few 
m inutes 
after IO o’clock the first row of mor­ 
tars was touched ofT but before the 
discharge took place one of them fell 
over on Its side and the next Instant 
the bomb was shot into the thickest 
part of the crowd and exploded. 
The 
fall of the m ortar and the concussion 
of the explosion knocked down the 
rest of the row of m ortars and a thun­ 
dering 
volley 
of 
huge 
projectiles 
ploughed through the crowd. 
Almost 
instantly the second group of m ortars 
about ICO feet further up the avenue 
discharged 
their 
contents into 
the 
crowd and a moment later, the third 
group evidently ignited by the show­ 
ers of falling sparks, exploded. 
After the smoke had cleared away 
16 persons were found dying on Madi­ 
son 
avenue between 
23rd and 
25th 
streets. 
Scores of injured were scat­ 
tered about the avenue and the square. 
Among the dead y as a policeman, who 
was standing close to the first m ortar 
and whose body was frightfully m an­ 
gled.
